The Manchester Union of this morn- 


ing contains the following interview 
with Hon. J. Albert Walker of this city 
on tbo congressional situation : 


"I am not a candidate at present for 


the republican congressional nomina- 
tion, but without doubt if the matter 
were properly brought to ine I would 
be induced to consider it favorably." 


This is the statement made by J. Al- 


bert Walker to a representative of the 
Union, who met him at the Wont-worth 
where Mr. Walker is spending the sum- 
mer. In and near Portsmouth, and in 
other parts of the First district as well, 
republicans who think that "Cy" Sullo- 
waj has had just about two terms too 
many in congress, hive been turning to 
Mr. Walker as a good man to enter the 
lists and make a fight, for the nomina- 
tion. Many of those republicans hare 
urged him to declareliia candidacy. 


"They have come to me," Mr. Walk- 


er told the Union man, "and have pre- 
sented the case strongly. They have 
pointed out the wide spread dissatisfac- 
tion iu the district with Mr. Sullo way's 
course, especially in regard to the war, 
and the desirability even from a party 
standpoint of securing a change. 
They 


have advised me to begin an active can- 
vass and hare honored me with pledges 
of their support. 


"Now, I have no desire to rush into 


this thing, blow trumpets, beat drums 
and make a Hurrah -boys fight for the 
nomination. The office of congressman 
is one of dignity and bonor, and it 
should be sought iu an honorable and 
dignified manner. 


"I should be more than glud to repre- 


sent the First district in congress, but 
I shall not seek the nomination through 
any unworthy means. I shall not try 
to manufacture ficticious sentiment in 
my favor, In that sense I am not a can 
didate at present for tlio nomination, but 
without doubt if the matter were prop- 
erly brought to me I would be induced 
to consider it favorably. 


"II 1 am to be a candidate I want to 


be a candidate with honest sentiments 
supporting me and an honest backing 
in the convention. If I am assured of 
these, i shall make the race and do niy 
best to wiu."

The change of 
food *ud th«, weak condition of all the 
men have caused a greater part of the 
sickness and death, and the attending 
surgeons feel that the worst is orer. 
Medical Inspector Persons has worked 
night and day coring for the sick, and 
during the lain he carried clothing and 
mattresses to the men and has left noth- 
icg undone to make the prisoners com 
fortable. If anyone is entitled to cred- 
it for hard work Drv Persons is the one 
and tne strain of night and day is now 
telling on him.

The first of the paroled Spanish of- 


ficers to come to this city armed here 
yesterday afternoon, having come over 
on the navy yard ferryboat at 3 o'clock. 


As soon as it was learned who the 


meu were, they were followed by an in- 
terested, curious crowd, iu which were 
many women, some with cameras and 
all anxious to get a sight or a snap shot 
at the Dons. 


There were three of the officers in the 


party. Aftw arriving here they went to 
the New Hampshire National bank and 
exchanged some Spanish gold for Ameri- 
can bills and then proceeded to Pey- 
ser's store on Market street, where they 
were fitted with new clothing. 


All of the three could speak intelligi- 


ble English and 
nad no trouble in 


transacting their business. It must be 
said that the men presented au intelli- 
gent, clean and pleasant appearance 
and apparently enjoyed the freedom of 
the parole which has been granted 
them. 


After getting their clothing they went 


cirectly back to the yard. Two of the 
men were here again tins morning.

Lima bians, though taking care of 


themselves, once they get a hold on the 
poles, should have a little assistance at 
first, one or two tics being all that i.s 
required. Too many plants should not 
be left around each pole, as they only 
crowd one another and result in a great 
many poorly filled pods. Three plants 
to a pole is as a general rule quite suffi- 
cient, but it is well to make sure that 
they arc pretty well established beforn 
thinning out to that number. 


As early crops, such as peas, spinach, 


lettuce, etc., are cleared off tbe ground 
should be tilled up and again utilized 
with plantings of bush beans, celery, 
beets, lettuce or whatever is most 
wanted. 


American Gardening is tbe source of 


the foregoing directions, and it also ad- 
vises to keep an outlook for bugs of all 
kinds and destroy them as quickly as 
possible. Paris green is the most effec- 
tual remedy where it can be used with 
safety. The asparagus beetle can quick- 
ly be destroyed with this, but it mnst 
never be applied until after cutting is 
discontinued. The striped and spotteo 
beetles which attack melons aud cucum- 
bers may lie kept in check by tho lib- 
eral application of tobacco powder, 
which should be well applied under tho 
plants, as it is ou tbe underside of tbn 
leaf that the pests usually harbor.

GARCIA'S LKTTER. 


Ue Write* to General 'Shatter Telling 


Him ot Ilia IU-slgu.uiou. 


New York. July 22—A dispatch from 


Santiago gjives the following as being a 
letter sent by General Garcia to General 
Shatter: 


"Sir—On May 12 the government of 


the republic of Cuba ordered me, as 
commander of the Cuban army in the 
east to co-operate with the American 
aVmy, following the plans and obeying 
the orders of its commander. I have 
done my best, sir to fulfil the wishes of 
tny government, and I have been until 
now one of your most faithful subordi- 
nates, honoring myself in carrying out 
jrour orders as far as my powers have al- 
lowed me to do it. 
."The city of Santiago surrendered to 
he American army, and news of that 
important event was given to me by per- 
sons entirely foreign to your staff. 
I 


have not been honored with a single 
word from yourself informing me about 
the negotiation for peace or the terms of 
the capitulation by the Spaniards. The 
important ceremony ot the surrender of 
the Spanish army and the taking pos- 
session of the city by yourself took place 
later on, and I only knew of both events 
by public reports. 


"Neither was I honored, sir, with a 


kind word from you inviting myself or 
any officer of my staff to represent the 
Cuban army on that memorable occa-" 
sion. 


"Finally, I know that you have left In 


power at Santiago the same Spanish au- 
thorities that for three years I hav« 
fought as enemies of the independence 
•jf. Cuba. I beg to say that these au- 
thorities have never been elected at 
Santiago by the residents of the city, 
out appointed by royal decree of the 
Queen of Spain. 


"I would agree, sir, that the army un- 


der your command should have taken 
possession of the city, the garrison and 
ihe fort*. I would >glv« my warm co- 
operation to any measure you may have 
leemed besfc under American injUtary 
liv, U> hold the city for your army and to 
(reserve public order until the time 
lomes to fulfil the solemn pledge ot u,e 
people of the United Slates to establish 
In Cuba a free and Independent govern- 
ment. But • h«n the question arises of 
appointing authorities In Santiago de 
Cuba, under the peculiar circumstances 
i>f our 30 y«ara 'strife agalnxt Spanish 
rule, I cannot eee but with th« deepest 
regret that such authorities are not 
'tlocted by the Cuban people, but arc 
t the Mine ones selected by the Qu«en ot 


^K«">. a.nu nence are ministers to defend 
against the Cubans the Spanish sover- 
eignty. 


"A rumor, too absurd to be believed, 


general, ascribes the reason of your 
measures and of the orders forbidding 
my army to Santiago, to fear of massa- 
cres and re\t-nge against the Spaniards. 
Allow me. sir. to protest against even 
the shadow of such an idea. We are 
not savages, ignoring the rules of civil- 
ized warfare. 
We are a poor, ragged 


army, as ragged and as poor as was the 
army ot your forefathers in their noble 
war for independence, but as did the he- 
roes of Saratoga and Yorktown, we re- 
spect too deeply our cause to disgrace it 
with barbai ism and cowardice. 


"In viow ot all these reasons 1 sincerely 


rigret to be unable to fulfil any longer 
the orders of my government, and there- 
fore I ha\e tend.ued today to the coiu- 
man<ier-in-( hlef of 
the Cuban army.

After three months' heroic defence 


and many bloody combats, owing to a 
ecarc^y of ammunition and victuals, 
the garrison of Santiago de Cuba has 
been forced to capitulate under honora- 
ble conditions and with all the honors ot 
war. This occurred on the day of July 
16, when it was recognized by the brave 
Spanish general of division, who was 
^acting commander of the place, that re- 
sistance was useless, and that he could 
not longer hold the place. 


Notwithstanding reinforcements had 


lieen possible, and that although he 
should receive such from Manzanillo, 
and although he should still cover fur- 
ther losses and bloody combat, and al- 
•though he might putjhe city in,a.bettor 
condition of defence, he was still face 
to face with the fact that rijinforca- 
ments would only make further Inroads 
upon the already greatly consumed and 
nearly exhausted stores of provisions of 
the Spanish garrison. 
The city was 


thus placed in a very lamentable condi- 
tion. The situation was anticipated and 
caused great depression to the Spanish 
forces. 


The occupation of the city of Santiago 


by the military forces of the Americans 
is lacking in strategic importance, ow- 
ing to the fact that the city had previ- 
ously been closely blockaded for a long 
time by the American ships, and wll 
have little or no effect on the further 
development of the Spanish campaign 
which Is to decide Spain's fate. The 
Spanish army la Intact and eager for 
glory. It Is willing to measure arms 
with the Americans, and In this army 
the king of Spain, Spanish governmen 
and the whole country planes its trus 
for defence at any cost of the integrity 
of Spanish territory and the honor o:
